Ex pert Say s 200 CCs Air 
Needed To Kill Human 


MANCHESTER. N. H., Mar. 7 
—A d efense med ical ex pert tes- 
j tified at the Dr. Hermann N. 
Sand er "m ercy m u rd er" trial to­ 
d ay that it wou ld take 200 to 300 
CCs of air to kill a hu man being 
—sick or well. 
The witness was Dr. Richard 
Ford, acting head of Harv ard 
univ ersity ’s leg al medicine de­ 
partment who performed an 
autopsy on the body of Mrs. 
Abbie Borroto, whom 
the state 
a ccuses Dr. Sander of killing 
with an injection of 40 CCs of 
air last Dee. 4. 
P r 
testified himself 
that the amou nt was only 25 to 
28 CCs. 
Doctor Ford said that if 
a 
woman 
d ied 
"peacefu lly 
and 
q u ietly " as record ed in the pass­ 
ing of Mrs. 
Borroto it wou ld 
mean d eath 
r e s u l t e d from 
cau ses other than the injection 
of air. 
Dr. Ford , called as one of the 
final d efense witnesses in the 
sensational case, followed a ten- 
minu te appearance in the wit­ 
ness box of the d octor’s ashen­ 
faced wife.

DURING HER brief bu t poig­ 
nant testimony of the d octor’s 
d ev otion to d u ty , Mrs. Sand er for 
the first time in the 12-d ay trial, 
broke into a smile when she told 


of their romance. Her story was 
that of a hard -working, self-sac­ 
rificing hu sband and father who 
pu t his 
practice abov e ev ery ­ 
thing, to the ex tent the family 
had v irtu ally no home life. 
Dr. Ford testified he has spec­ 
ialized in air embolism 
(injec­ 
tion of air bu bbles into the blood 
stream ) for abou t two y e a r s 
with many ex periments on ani­ 
mals. He said he also ex amined 
6 0,000 Army au topsy record s in 
search of d eaths by air and 
fou nd them "q u ite rare." 
He said he had fou nd only 44 
persons out of the 60.000 d i e d 
from air embolism and only 12 
of "this ty pe"—referring to the 
Borroto case. 
He said the 40 CCs mention­ 
ed in the Borroto case would 
be about an ounce and a half 
—"enoug h to fill a bartender's 
measuring g lass."

is need ed to kill a hu man being." 
He then told of ex periments on 
d ogs and stated

iron and steel and the other de­ 
ploring absence of measures to 
end the housing shortag e. 
To the aecomp a n I rn e n t of 
cheers, Churchill said: 
"The Socialists no long er are 
able to ride roug hshod ov er the 
other half of the 
country , or 
sweep away g enerations of toil 
in a second or 
boast 
‘we 
are 
masters now.’ " 
In rejecting

Laborite coalition. Churchill pre­ 
dicted that new’ elections "are 
not likely to end in parliament­ 
ary deadlock.”

EM BITTERED Li 
Tsung-jen, deposed 
as acting president of China during his 
absences for medical attention in the Uni­ 
ted Stales, said in denouncing Chiang Kai- 
shek for resuming the presidency that Chi­ 
ang regarded China as his priv ate posses­ 
sion. In a sense the China represented by 
the Formosa bastion—all that was left for 
Chiang to take ov er—is Chiang’s own. It 
was Ch'ang who in the early twenties ral­ 
lied the broken, scattered 
forces of the 
Sun Yat-sen republicans and led them 
in 
their new conquest of China. It was Chiang 
who built at Nanking a gov ernment which 
at least took the name of a republic and 
was able at least to assert 
before 
the 
world control ov er China. It was Chiang 
who sy mbolized and 
cry stallized 
patient 
Chinese lesistance during the long y ears of 
war with J apan. 


Chiang has unquestionably been one of 
the significant men of Chinese history . It 
is ironical that in these last sad hours Chi­ 
ang appears before the world as a “ pre­ 
tender to the throne" of the remnants of 
the China for which he and Sun 
Yat-sen 
flood. 


His most bitter critic must admire 
the 
spirit which mov ed Chiang to seize again 
the cloak o$ leadership of his clearly shat­ 
tered and dv ing gov ernment. 
Many are 
those who want a hand on the helm of the 
ship which is sailing proudly out to sea. Far 
fewer are those who reach for that helm 
when the decks are awash. 
Chiang 
has 
shown that he has the courage and inspira­ 
tion of a great leader. The history of half 
the world might hav e been different had 
he possessed eauiv alent v ision and under­ 
standing.

Charles Reev e, Ella’s father, ran a drug 
store in Bridgeton. N. J ., near Camden and 
Philadelphia. In Camden, the fam ily knew 
Walt Whitman and his friend and biograph­ 
er, Horace Traubel, both of whom 
ex er­ 
cised a potent influence upon the girl. 


Ella I|eev e was sent to a finishing school, 
Iv y Hall seminary , until she w as 14 y ears 
old, after which she was self-taught. At 19 
she married a distant cousin. Lucien Ware. 
T he Ware fam ily is also colonial stock and 
was particularly famous for fine furniture, 
the Ware chairs being notable. 


Her husband’s father. Dan Ware, was a 
great irfiUence in Ella R eev e’s life. Uncle 
Dan, as he was called, was a Unitarian, a 
follower of Robert Ingersoll, an ev olution­ 
ist \v ho preferred Darwin to miracles. He 
broke down toe Methodist and Presby ter­ 
ian influences In the y oung lady . Ella left 
the church. 


After her marriage to Lucien Ware, Ella 
settled first in Camden, then in Haddon- 
tield ana Woodbury , N. J . 
In 
the 
latter 
place, the Wares cam e under the influence 
of Quakers woo were settled 
there. 
Elia 
Reev e Ware joined activ ely in the woman 
sufirage mov ement, 
giv ing 
ev idence 
of 
I considerable ability as an orator. It w a s 
*also dining this period that she was activ e 
in the Woman s Christian Temperance Un­ 
ion, being president of the W o o d b u r y 
branch. At 'he sam e time, she studied at 
the ethical culture society in Philadelphia, 
i 
Here is an American woman who was 
searching fur ex pression. Dissatisfied with 
the normal American env ironment, 
s h e 
seem s to hav e hit out in all directions. She 
soon found herself in the socialist and la­ 
bor mov ement. In 18 9 7 she joined the So­ 
cial Democracy of America, led 
by 
Eu­ 
gene V. Debs, a leftwing m ov ement led by 
Daniel De Leon of Columbia univ ersity , a 
forerunner of Lenin.

zoster after bein g in con tact w ith 
person s hav in g chicken pox.

tetra-ethyl-am m on ium 
chlorid e un fortun ately d oes n ot 
ov ercome the v irus in fection , it 
d oes seem to stop th e pain , which 
is th e m ost severe sym ptom of 
this d isease, an d hen ce appears 
well worth while to utilize.

Club Charter 
COLUMBUS, Mar. 7 — Lawr­ 
ence County ’s infamous Colony 
Club, chartered as a benev olent 
institution 
but,

Gov ernor 
Frank Lausche, 
“ a 
plain, outright, racketeering in­ 
stitution,” ran into 
new 
legal 
♦fficulties today . 
Gov ernor Lausche directed At­ 
torney General Herbert S. Duffy 
to institute “ quo warranto” pro­ 
ceedings against the club to de­ 
priv e it of its charter. The di­ 
rectiv e followed 
a 
conference 
between Lausche and Duffy and 
Duffy ’s chief counsel, William C. 
Bry ant. 
The gov ernor said 
the 
club 
was granted a non-profit, corp- 
• ation charter by the state last 
J une 6 “ for the alleged purpose 
of domg charitable work for the 
benefit of the citizenry of 
the 
v illage of Chesapeake and th* 
i ural areas in that community .” 
The gov ernor continued: 
‘ To me it is clearly establish­ 
ed that the Colony Club is not a 
benev olent or charitable institu­ 
tion but a plain, outright racket­ 
eering institution. 
Wh at e v e r 
Pnds will be needed to prose­ 
cute this litigation to an end and 
completely rev eal the illegal op­ 
erations of the club will be pro­ 
v ided for the attorney general.**

would weigh less than IO pounds. 
Howev er, gov ernment ex perts 
do not tee any possibility that 
the thickness of the shield can 
be materially reduced. They say 
the calculation of thickness al­ 
ready is down to the basic unit 
of matter—the atom. 
The minimum thickness is fix ­ 
ed by the powerful, body less 
gamma ray s, which ev en th e 
heav iest substances require a

authorities 
say that an aircraft the size of 
th* B-36 bomber, or l ar g e r , 
could carry a theoretically pos­ 
sible atomic engine and shield­ 
ing for the pilot, but that such a 
plane would be useless as a war 
weapon due to lack of maneuv ­ 
erability . 
With max imum temperatures 
fix ed by the heat known mater­ 
ials will stand, and with th e 
heat transfer and s h i e l d i n g 
problems unsolv ed, ex perts say 
they cannot now predict direct 
application of atomic power to 
airplanes. 
Howev er, the suggestion has 
been made that an atomic-pow­ 
ered robot plane could be built 
to tow a “ fly ing freight train” 
containing a pilot sufficiently re­ 
mov ed from the radiation dan­ 
ger. 
The present disadv antage of 
the “ sky -tow” plan is its doubt­ 
ful v alue for military purposes, 
which now hav e top priority . But 
th* idea may become an actual­ 
ity when atomic energy becomes 
cheap and plentiful.

CCs of air to Rill a human being 
—sick or well. 
The witness was Dr. Richard 
Ford, acting head of Harvard 
university’s l*gal medicine de­ 
partment who performed an 
autopsy on the body of Mrs. 
Abbie Borroto. whom the state 
accuses Dr. Sander of killing 
with an injection of 40 CC* of 
air last Dee. 4. 
Dr 
<j»r a*.- testified himself 
that the amount was only 25 to 
28 CCs. 
Doctor Ford said that if a 
woman 
died 
“ peacefully 
and 
quietly” as recorded in the pass­ 
ing of Mrs. 
Borroto it would 
mean death r e s u l t e d from 
causes other than the injection 
of air. 
Dr. Ford, called as one of the 
final defense witnesses rn the 
sensational case, followed a ten- 
mmute appearance in the wit­ 
ness box of the doctor’* ashen­ 
faced wife.

DURING HUR brief but poig­ 
nant testimony of the doctor's 
devotion to duty, Mrs. Sander for 
the first time in the 12-day trial, 
broke into a smile when she told 


of their romance. Her story was 
that of a hardw orking, self-sac­ 
rificing husband and father who 
put his practice above every­ 
thing. to the extent the family 
had virtually no home life. 
Dr. Ford testified he has spec­ 
ialized in air embolism (injec­ 
tion of air bubbles into the blood 
stream ) for about two y e a r s 
with many experiments on ani­ 
mals. He said he also examined 
60,000 Army autopsy records in 
search of deaths by air and 
found them “ quite rare ” 
He said he had found only 44 
persons out of the 60 000 d i e d 
from air embolism and only 12 
of “th is type”—referring to the 
Borroto case. 
He said the 40 CCs mention­ 
ed in the Borroto case would 
be about an ounce and a half 
—“enough to fill a bartender's 
measuring glass.”

He then told of experiments on 
dogs and stated that even 75 
CCs might not be fatal to a me­ 
dium-sized dog. even if injected 
quickly.

Powdered Milk 
Being Released 
iTo Netherlands 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 7-T h o 
Agriculture Department has an­ 
nounced, quite happily, 
that 
it 
has found an outlet for 44 million 
pounds of powdered milk held in 
government surplus crop store­ 
houses. 
The departm ent has wound up 
negotiations to sell 44 
million 
pounds of powdered milk to The 
N e t h e r l a n d s 
f o r 
SI 900.000 
; through financing by the Econo­ 
mic Cooperation Administration 
Ifs part of the 
government’s 
“ bargain basement” deals. 
But there still are 177 million 
pounds of surplus powdered milk 
the 
government doesn’t know 
| what to do with. 
Other items along the surplus 
crop front are these: 
First, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment threw open the 
free-gro- 
cery door to private welfare 
agencies for millions of pounds 
of powdered milk and eggs. 
Previously, only public welfare 
agencies and private organiza­ 


tions for overseas relief were 
eligible for these two free items. 
Second, the departm ent has 
bought its first load of Grade A 
I butter this year. 
Ninety-three thousand 
pounds 
| of top grade butter were bought 
in Minnesota. In January, 104,000 
pounds of Grade B butter weie 
bought. It was understood

Frank Lausche, “ a 
plain, outright, racketeering in­ 
stitution,” ran into 
new 
legal

i torney General Herbert S. Duffy 
to institute “ quo warranto” pro­ 
ceedings against the club to de­ 
prive it of its charter. The di-

between Lausche and Duffy and 
Duify’s chief counsel, William C.

the B-36 bomber, or l a r g e r , 
could carry a theoretically pos­ 
sible atomic engine and shield­ 
ing for the pilot, but that such a 
plane would be useless as a war 
weapon due to lack of maneuv­ 
erability. 
With maximum temperatures 
fixed by the heat known m ater­ 
ials will stand, and with t h e 
heat transfer and s h i e l d i n g 
problems unsolved, experts say 
they cannot now predict direct 
application of atomic power to 
airplanes. 
However, the suggestion has 
been made thst sn atomic-pow­ 
ered robot plane could be built 
to tow a “flying freight train” 
containing a pilot sufficiently re­ 
moved from the radiation dan­ 
ger. 
The present disadvantage of 
the “sky-tow” plan is its doubt­ 
ful value for military purposes, 
which now have top priority. But 
the idea may become an actual­ 
ity when atomic energy becomes 
cheap and plentiful.
